We bave been furnished with the lollowing statrmest
ot the ecapture of the Margaret and Jcssie by oue of ils
passengers. It may, therefore be considered reliable :

The steamship Margaret and Jessie left Nassan on
the 2d of November. Had bad weather for ten days,
and failed to meke Wilmington on the night of the 5tb,
as expected. On the 6:h, lay off Eastward of that port
until about 11 o’clock, when the Keys.one State was
seen making for ua. The ship wae at onc2 gotten un-
der way, sud succeeded in escapivg, afier about four
hours chase. About 11 o’clock that pight, we made the
tand about twenty miles North of W ilmington,and rau
down the coast, passing inside of the blockade equed
ron, but was seen and fired at by o-e of them. We
were in a short distance of New Iulet, and eigualled
Fort Fisher, which wes acknowledged, but as - e were
turning to run in through the inlet, we observid a gun-
boat Iying across the chanvel. We were 80 near she
bailed us, and it was utterly impractioable to rua by her
aud bave any hopes of saving the ship. We at once
tntoed about and made cur way through the blockade
oui to eea takiog the fire ol grape jrom a 12 pounder
on deck of the gunboat, which d:d ys mo damage—
(We after capture learned that they failed to get off
their beavy guns at us, on eccount of the powder in
them being damp). We were {cllowed by scveral of
the blockading squsdron, and a: day light the Keystone
Stiate and Niphon were withio range of us just astern.
In fifteen mivutes more, we made tne James Adger dead
ahead.

We cbacged our course, ard succecced in paiting all
three astern ; but aboui 7 o’clock we made the Fullon
dead ahcad. We now sgain changed course, and com-
menced throwing overboad the eargo, having great
fear of being cut off in the quarterivg run we were
making. We, however, again succeeded in placing our
ship ahead of the lour in tbe chase, and now coogratu-
lated ourselves upon our good prospec's of escape. We
were gradually leaving all astern of us, and ran oa this
way until about 10 o’clock, when we sgain made dead

‘Ihe Nansemond succeeded in neering
sufficiently to make a few shotsat us without eny effect.
At 12 o’clock, the wind stiffcned up very much, and
getting ioto the gall, the sea was hravy. This soun
put the Nansemoud out of tle qu:stion. ['be Kegstone
State, Niphon and James Adger, we had regarded out
of the chase some time previcus, and it now was a quis-
tion of speed between the Fulten and ourseives. 1he
wind and sea favoring her, she now for the first time
commenced lessening the distance, gaining very percep-
tibly from half-past 12 to balf-pas: 1, aud at 2 o’clock
commenced with her bow guo throwiog slternately
shell and round shot at us.

Every exertion was now made to iccreasc the speed
of the ship. The cargo was going overboaid, our only
sail was hoisted, every ounce of steam our boilers
would bear was op; and every cfficer and anan was at
his proper place. ‘i’bere was no excitement ; calmoess
aud a desire to do everythiog that lay in his power io
save the eLip was the feeling and action of every in
dividual on board. Bat after 3 o’clock it became pain
fally ccrtain that alf our exertions were of no avail,
yet we did not elacken our efforts in the least, although
the shot and shell were falling all aronod us. At4
o'clock the Captain gove the order “Hard aport,” aod
“ gtop ber,” aud we were o Yapkee prize. We had
been chased fourteen hours, acd mede thirteen and
a half koots as our average run. (1'he Falton, after
twelve o’clock. made fourteen and a quarter, according
to her log.) We were immediately tracsferred from our
ship to the Falton, and in balf an bour a hawser was
attached to the Margaret and Jessie, and we were un-
der way for New York. We were treated courteously
and kiudly on board the Fulton ; even some of the offi-
cers of the ship gave up their rooms, that the ladies and
a few others of us might occupy them. Qa our arrival
in New York, the ladies, not being considered prison-
ers, were allowed their liberty at orez, &nd their trunks
were delivered after a nominal search oun the lollowing
day. The rest of us were detained in the Ludlow-street
County Jail for examination. After three'days, all ex-
cept five of us were discharged end aliowed as they
might choose to make their way out of the country.

Of the five Americen born prisoners remaining, four
were, on the tenth day of imprisonmenr, sent down to
Fort Lafayette, where they remained. I'beir names
are Captain R. W. Lockwcod, Purser W. T. Dortic,
Wm. Withicgton, engineer, and C. W. Craig, passen-
ger. They are prisonera of war by decision of the Gov-
ernment, having been captured by an army trapsport,
and oot by the navy. 'I'his entitles them to a regular
exchange.

‘The object of this statement more especially is to cor-
rect an impression which found its way from one of the
Ricbmond papers into the New York Herald, that the
presecce of the lady passengers on board the Mar garet
and Jessie prevented other meare than those employcd
being resorted to to save the ship. These ladies stood
the fire splendidly, end tbroughoat the chsse behaved
with the greatest coolness and courage, and their pre-
sence by no means, known 1o the Captain, eflected the
rezult in the elightest.— Chas. Courier.

Fiom the Favannah Repub ican
A Yankee P'lan of Fzarce.,

We have occasional evidence through the Press, that
there are at least a few men iu the Yankee nation who
have not wholly parted with their brains. The London
[imea gives the followicg as an extract ofa private
letter from a gentleman io one of the Northro States
to a friend in Londoo :

“Ocroper 26, 1863.

» In apswer to your icqguiries whether pa-
cification on a basis of separation, permanent or tempo- |
rary, ia likely to be acceptable or i3 practicable, I can
only angwer for myseif. Accepiable it certainly weuld
rot be juet cow in the North, a community excited in
one way or another beyord the reach of reasain ; but ac-
ceptable it soon n.ust be, when the we: riness of sorrow
becomes stronger and fioancial troable is more immi-
vent. ihere is a growing feeling in favor of peace and
rcecguition, in preference to the costinuance of such a
war, or to intervention from abroad; though rather
than this bfotheriy blocdsbed should go on, p2ople may
t ecome reconciled Yo that as a means of peace. My
American iusticets yet revolt at the foreible interven
tion of foreign nations in cur domestic feuds. I cannot,
however, a3 a friend of peace, see any objsction ‘o
foreign recognition—to which I think the Scula en-
titled —and which in my poor judgment,at once would
producs peaes. ‘{bere is a prevalent mistake abroad on
this point.

« A resczonable plan of pacification, sapposicg stat-s
meen to direct our policy, would be this :

« 1 If the war is to go on for a time, ea from mere
momentam perbaps it mast, let it be tarped as socon es
posstble from attempted corqnest to a war for limite
and terms of seitlement.

«2. Let pegotiat:ons be opesed at once with the
Goverument at Ri hmord for such szttlement, making
more formal recogniti 'n one of the matters for discus-
gion. ‘I'he Stelburn~ ministry s-nt Mr. Oswald azd
Blr. Grenville to Paris, in 1782, to vegotiate befor:
they recognized ns. ‘T'he misgion of that negotintion is
very impressive D0w.

“«Of codrze ‘he Sonthern Cocfederacy, sa an existing
concrete thing, i3 to be recoguized de jure. There can
be po peace withoat it.

“4, As to limits, I, as a Northern inun, prefer a nat-
ural to an arbitrary boendary; very much preler the
Potomace aud the Ohic to the line of blez2d trees and
landwarks that now <eparate ug, acd which bas bevn
quite ineff-ctual to protect ve from two invasions

«5 Dut the Statesot Maryland and Delaware have
a right to determine their relations to the two Confid-
eracies by a free vore—Iree, I mean, in fact, aud net ip
torm—aud their decision affects boundsrica.  Pennsyl
vapia is aseowed te go with the North.

«6. In any event of separation, Washiogton should
not be the capital of either Ucnfederacy. For the North
it weuld not be euitable ; as a frountier fortreess, which
it is, it would be intolercble to the Sonth. For the
South it would be equally uosuitable. Lt it be a mon
ument of the gloricus past. It is worthless now for any
practicable purpcse. :

«7. The pavigation of the Ohio and Mississippi, end,
in the event of Maryland joining the South, of the Sus-
quehanna and Chesapeake, to be fice.

“8. A common tariff for the two Conledcracies as to
foreign nations, on a revenu© basis, to be made by com-
mereiJ treaties, and no tariff of daties or custom houses
between the Cor federacics.

«9, Indemnities, and comgen=ations, apd territorizl
righta to be subj=cts cf negotiation.

“['his I thick is a fair and reasonable basis of pacifi
cation, peither intimatiog nor excluding the possibility
of reconfedcration, but providing agaiost future diffor-
ences.

“This msy save the public debts, nothing else will ;
for the alteri.ative for the North will be further disinte-
gration when the hour of diegust comes, a8 it surely
will ; sud then the pational debt falls in ruin.

“This is an hooest answer to your question."”

There is o great deal of common sceee and states-
manship io the above programme for a peace. There
are poiots, true, to which we would obj:ct, but we
must recollect that it is but the ex parte view of a ciii-
zon of the North, and subject, of eourse, to medificatjon
in the course of negotiation. tenerally the plan is a
good oue, sud sooner or latter the North will come 1o
penscs and be glad to adopt it. The eighth article con-
tains a stipulation which we would rather continue the
war than sgree to. Whilst it is diffienlt to sce how
restrictions on trade can be enferced between cwo couan-
tries with nothing but a narrow river boundary between
them for several thouszand miles, the idea of u common
tariff to regulate cur trade  with foreign countrics s
wholly inadmissible. 1 would be a base tr-ckling on
cur parts to Yackee greed; ard gain—-the viry motive
at the bottom of the war—end {0 egree to it we should
be almost as badly whipped in the treaty ua we possi
tly could be in the ficld. We begrudge tb: boon of
free trade with our detested foe and wou!! pever agree
to it so long as it is practicable to put (hem on the
same footing with other foreign nations; and io com
plicate our foreign relations, makiug them subvervient
to Yarkee interests, would be a compromise of our in
depecdence and a national drgradation which we ehould
pever submit to.

The bill smerding the act to uid the S:at of Ken-

tucky was teken up und pussed. It virects th2 Secre-

tary of the Y'reesary to pay to tke Govirnor of Ken-
tucky one million of dollars, to be employed in purchas-
ing elotbing fur the Kentucky troops xow in the mili-
tary service of the Confederate States.

The Hcouse was ebiefly ocrupicd in the discussion of
u bill to probibit apd pur.‘irm trading in the enemy’s
currency, ard also in the discossicy of the substitute
1estion. '

The bill in silaticn to illegal currency prohibits
biokers and merchxnts of all descriptions from dealing
in tha papeg currency of the Upited States, the pepal-
tizs being the forfzitura of the amcunt, a fine of not
I-s¢ iban §1000, cor more than $10,000, and imprison-
ment lor not.lees thyn three morths, nor more than
three years. 1'he bill was ordered to be printed, and
laid over for the presest.

In regard to eubstitutes there s a decided difference
of opinicn. ‘The committee on militury effairs does
not propose to put into the army those who actaally
bave substituies there, but dove propose to revive the
liability of (hose whose subsiitutes have deserted, and
of thise whu originally, through carélessness, corrup-
ticn or otherwise, bad bren permitted to put in cabsti
tuteg who were physically unfi® for the seiviece. Ii
thos2 whose substiiutes have d-geried ure themeelves
beld liable, we think thet will be ag far a3 Congress
wili go.

P. S.— By the telegraphic despateh s from Richmoné
which will be found in to-day’s paper, it wou'd appear
that the House has determined to go for putting all into
the gervice, subs:itute or no gubsatitute. 'Thelarge vote
by which the biil wus passed, shows a very decided feel-
ing on the subjoct. "i'he milirary committee of the Sen-
ate bad, over a week belere, rcporied a bill baving in it
a similar provision.  bis locks Lke bringing the thing
down closer than we had thought Congress wou'd do.

IHe was a
thorough and devoted iriend of the Cuufederate cause,
giving of his meacs liberally, and ex'eudinz an uplimi-
ted hospitality to refugecs.
